About  the  middle  of  1941  on  the  island  of  Dublon  on  tho  oast  side 
on  top  of  a  hill  the  Japanese  commenced  construction.  They  built 
two  barracks,  two  warehouses,  and  ono  radar  station.  Concrete 
emplacement s  were  sot  and  throe  guns,  appearing  to  be  six  inch 
guns,  wore  installed  thoro.  A  platform  was  erected  and  a  search¬ 
light  placod  there.  On  the  south  sido  of  Dublon  a  fuel  dump  was 
established.  Close  to  the  fuel  dump  ono  large  cave  was  dug  and 
concroto  roinforced.  This  was  used  to  store  ammunition  and  pro¬ 
visions.  No  other  fortifications  pr  military  installations  were 
orectod  prior  to  December  1941.  t

During  1943,  1944,  and  1945  we  were  forced  to  furnish  the  Japanese  two 
hundred  fifty  men,  who  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  yen  and  twenty  sen 
per  day,  and  one  hundred  fifty  women,  who  were  paid  eighty  sen  pel’  day. 
Prom  January  1944  until  the  end  of  the  war  one  hundred  sixty-seven 
persons  worked  thirty-two  days  without  pay. 

How  many  hours  per  day  did  these  people  have  to  work? 

Eight  hours  a  day. 

How  many  days  did  you  have  to  furnish  working  personnel? 

Seven  de.ys  a  week. 

Do  you  know  the  names  of  any  of  the  persons  who  were  in  charge  while 
the  construction  of  military  installations  and.  fortifications  was  going 
on  at  Eten  prior  to  December  1941?

Do  you  know  of  any  circumstances  of  denial  of  equal  rights  to  Americans 
on  Yap?

Is  there  any  information  that  I  haven't  requested  that  you  would  like  to 
add  to  the  testimony  already  given? 

No.  Thore  were  quite  a  few  mines  put  around  the  Truk  Atoll  after 
December  1941.
